Her Former Husband Was 4 
Bank President—to Marry 
Eddington Warren.

Mrs. F. W. Biebinger, St. 


Louis’ wealthiest widows, is to be mar- 
ried again. ‘Friends have just learned 
of her engagement: to Fdadington. War- 
ren, resident manager of a company 
which manufattures letter-copying ma- 
chines. 

Mrs. Biebinger was 30 years youngér 
than her first husband, F. W. Biebinger, 
who for nearly a quarter of a céntury 
Was president of the Fourth National 
Bank. 

The December and May marriage 
caused an estrangement between the 
bride” and other members of the Bie- 
binger family, but the aged banker was 
loyal to his young wife~and- left. her 
nearly all of his large fortune. Since 
his death Mrs. Biebinger has lived at 
484 Lake avenue. 


Warren a Widower. 
Warren's “first wife died two years 


ago. She was a member of a social] 
organization called the Uandi Club. Aft- 
er his wife’s death Warren continued 
to attend receptions given by the club 
and at one of them last srovemreer he 
met Mrs. Biebinger. 
As secretary of the St. Louis’ branch 
of the Sunshine Society and of several 
other charitable organizations, Mrs. Bie- 
binger. at that: time was one of the 
busiest women in St. Louis. Warren 
advised her to give up some of these 
actiyities, telling her that if she did 
not do so her nerves Would give way 
under the strain. 
This evidence of sympathy and inter- 
est was the beginning of their. romance. 
Not heeding Warren's admonition, 
Mrs. Biebinger continued to work. Her 
efforts in aiding the foundation of a 
Sunshine Home for.the Aged recently 
proved too much for her strength and 
for weeks she was dangerously ill of 
nervous prostration at the home of her 
sister, Mrs. FF: W. Baumhoff, president 
of the Sunshine Society. 
Warren's devotion to her in her illness 
led friends to believe that they were 
engaged. 
Mrs. Riebinger is now convalescent. 
When she and Warren found that per- 
sistent friends would give them ho rest 
until they made an cnnouncement they 
told of their engagement. but announce- 
ment cards hava not yet been sent out. 
Warren said Monday that the date for 
the wédding has not been set, but that 
it will be soon.

The 
suicide was a chemist and was charged 
with having. placed poison in the cof- 


fe served at a dinner party at his fa- 
ther’s hdéme, resulting in two deaths 
and the ‘serious illness of ‘several other 
persons. 

On the evening of Feb. 4 Charles B 

Hutchinson, a man about W years of 
age. connected with the Duke of Bue- 
cleuch’s Dalkeith estate office, gave a 
dinner for 16 friends. At the end of the 
meal coffee was served, first to the la- 
dies, and later to the men. After oniv 
a few minutes several of the ladies 
became ill and then a number of the 
men complained of distress. 
- Physicians were summoned, ‘but the 
ost died during the night. Later Alex- 
ander Clapperton, a relative, died. 
Twelve others were more or less seri- 
cusly ill for some days. 

Post mortem examinations revealed 
that the deaths were due to the poison- 
ing and suspicion fell on the son, John. 
A warrant for his. arrest was issued 
and today the officers found him at a 
hotel at. Guernsey. 

An exciting scene followed, during 
q which the young man drew a vial from 
his pocket and, despite the efforts of the 
officers to prevent him, drank thé con- 
tents. He died in a few moments. The 
motive for poisoning the dinner party, 
if known, has not been divulged.

Pigeons. 














Flovd. Brooks, Justice of: the Peace at 
Park. is the hero of a Chanti- 
cleer tragedy in real life. 


The ascending impulse, as a playwright 
would say, was His Honor’s determina- 
tion to go duck-hunting with tlree 
friends, Robert Sargent, Dr. J. C. Gal- 
lagher and Urban Wichmann, under- 
taker, physician and saloon map _ re- 
spectively. The details of the hunt be- 
came known Monday. 

All Friday the marshes aise the 
Meramec River resounded with the de- 
tonations of their guns, their flounder- 
ings through the swamps and their re- 
marks of chagrin, while above them 
ducks whirred by, quacking derisively 
and losijag not even a tail feather. 
Towards evening they approached John 
Piet’s farm, at Creve.Coeur Lake, dis- 
gusted. Wheeling about the barn was 
a flock of tame pigeons: 

Ten Shots, Two Pigeons. 

“We'll give you 10. cents a shot if 
you'll let us fire at the pigeons,” said 
Justice Brooks to Piet. The farmer 
told them to “blaze away.’ 

After $1 worth of shots had been ex- 
pended to the doom of only two pigeons, 
ali lost hope, but Brooks. Through the 
dusk he saw drowsing on the fence the 
vague form of a bird. Its tail feathers 
were blowing about. 

“It’s a fantail pigeon,’’. muttered the 
Justice, taking aim and firing. There 
was a hoarse squawk and the fowl 
dropped from the fence. 


“At Least 100 Years Old.” 
His Honor sprinted jubilantly to the 


fence and picked up the game. He ut- 
tered an exclamation of surprise, but 
added: 

“If I pick the feathers off maybe the 
boys Qwill think it is a duck.” 

Then he heard galloping feet behind 
him and shouts of indignation. It was 
Piet. 

‘Hey, 7 ve kitled my pet rooster,’ 
roared. . “I'll get you for that.” 

Brooks had emptied both barrels of 
his shotgun. and feared that Piet had a 
revolver. So, grasping the rooster by 
the wings, he fled along the fence. But 
his pursuer was soon close at his heels, 
and the Justice, with a last despairing 
effort, leaped for the top rall. He missed 
and Piet siezed him. 

After a heated debate, Brooks sur- 
rendered $1 and Piet marched home- 
wards with the dead chanticleer. 

“Anyhow,” said Sargent consolingly 
to Brookes, “they can’t eat that rooster. 
He was at least 19 years old.”

Before he could reply she pulled a short 
section of buggy whip from under her 
cloak and struck him across the face. 
The sharp lash drew blood. 

Houx turned his back and Mrs. Satter 
repeatedly struck him on the. head and 
neck. He grappled with her and in 
their struggle the whip-was broken. He 
put a piece*rof it ni his pocket and ran’ 
to his home, Mrs: Satter following and 
striking at him with the portion of the 
whip which she retained. 

Policeman Claggett arrested Mrs. Sat- 
ter and Houx at their homes, and took 
them to the Magnolia Avenue Station. 
Houx said he did not want to prosecute 
Mrs. Satter, but she insitsed that he be 
locked up. ‘ 

“He spread scandalous reports about 
me.’’ she said, “and last summer when 
his wife was away he insulted mie.” 

Both were held for Police Court on 
cross charges of disturbing the peace. 

Houx, who has a wife and two chik 
dren, denies that he slandered Mrs. Sat- 
ter or insulted her.

VAR CLAIMS BILL 
WINS; NEW RULE 
~ ENDS FILIBUSTER 


House Passes Omnibus Measure 
Against Which Tactical Fight 
Was Made. 


SPEAKER MADE AUTOCRAT 


Democrats Vote With Repub- 
licans for Measure to Rush 
Bills Through. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The omnibus 
war claim bill passed the House today 
at 12:46 p. m., after having been kept 
under consideration since last Friday 
because of a filibuster waged against it. 
The filibuster was brought to an end 
‘by the adoption of a new rule, offered 
by the Committee on Rules through Dal- 
zell of Pennsylvania. The rule provided 
for suspensidn of the rules on all bills 
‘from now until the end of the session, 


by a two-thirds vote. This limits the 
time for discussion of any one measure 
to # minutes. 

Bennett of New York objected to the 
rule as a “gag,’’ and others pointed out 
that it would practically put the con- 
duct of House affairs for the next two 
weeks in the Speaker’s hands, but the 
weary members voted to adopt it. 

The great majority of the Democrats 
in the House voted with the Republic- 
ans today, 173 to 48, for the adoption 
of the new rule.. It will enable the ap- 
propriation and other measures to be 
rushed through without amendment 

after the 40 minutes’ debate. 

The Democratic leaders announced 
that they were wiHing to do anything 
i: reason to assist their Republican 
brethren. 

The claims bill, which provides for 
the payment of $1,160,000 war claims, not 
including Frengh spoliation or navy- 
yard overtime claims, was then passed 
by a two-thirds vote, the yeas and nays 
not’ being demanded. Mann of Illinois,

CHEMISTWORKS 
ON POISONED OATS 
THAT KILLED BOY 


T rying to Determine if Arsenic 
Was Present Before the 
Cooking. 


IS DEEPER 


Mother Knows of No Enemy of 
the Family—-To Reopen 
Inquest. 


MYSTERY 








Whether arsenic found in the rolled 
oats which killed 9-year-old Randolph 
Schneider was put into the package be- 
fore it was left on a window sill of the 
home at 3713 Thogipson street, or got 
into the cereal accidentally while it was 
being cooked, may be determined by 
tests being made by Dr. Seth E. Moody, 
assistant to City Chemist Buckland. 

It is the cooked product which is un- 
der examination. Mrs. Schneider emp- 
tied the contents of the pasteboard pack- 
age into the pan she used in prepar- 
ing breakfast for her three children. 
Two other children beside Randolph 
were made ill by the food, but recov- 
ered. 

Mrs. Schneider told Detectives Kaiser 
and Wetzei that she did not believe the 
arsenic could have got into the food in 
preparation, and that there was none 
about the house. She was unable to 
guess who would want to injure the 
family, and said they had no enemies 
so far as she knew. The detectives 
have a. theory that the poisoned oats 
were intended for someone else. 

Mrs. Schneider said she did not see 
the knife-slit in the side of the paste- 
board box until it was called to her at- 
tention after her son’s death. 

Dr. Moody has:already found unmis- 
takable evidence qf poison, he said Mon- 
day, by means of the delicate and ac- 
curate Marsh test, which throws down 
an arsenical mirror. This was from the 
food; but he will test also the carton 
containing it, which Mrs. Schneider res- 
cued from the stove after her son was 
siezed with convulsions. 

Slit im Box. 

‘There is a slit about two inches long 
in one side, through which the arsenic 
“Tt 
was made with a sharp knife, and that 
Mrs: Schneider did not notice it is not 
remarkable. It is possible that some 
arsenic is still clinging to the edges, 
and I shall test to see whether this is 
so. If I get a reaction from the edges 
of the sHt it will show how the poison 
got into the box: 

“The arsenic thrown down in the 
capillary tube by the Marsh test was 
enough to show me the package had 
contained a sufficient quantity of the 
drug to kill a person. It may have 
contained enough to kill several per- 


say that until I have made several 
other tests. That will take me sev- 
eral days.” 

By the Marsh test, a_ solrtion of 
the quantity under suspicion is 
dropped into a preparation of zine 
and diluted sulphuric acid. This lib- 
erates arsenic, if it is present, in the 
furm of arsine, a gas, and when this 
is broken up with heat the metallic 
arsenic is deposited in a dull film in 
a test tube. : 

The test is regarded as one of the 
most accurate known to the labora- 
tory. Dr. Moody tested for arsenic 
first, as soon as the oats were taken 
to him, because the. symptoms of the 
child, as described to shim, indicated 
poisoning by that drug. 

On a preliminary report by City Chem- 
ist Buckland, who told of Dr. Moody's 
finding, Deputy Coroner Carriere said 
he would reopen the inquest into the 
death. On insufficient evidence, a ver- 
dict of ptomaine poisoning had been re- 
turned. 

H. M. Stafford, manager of the Great 
Western Cereal Co., which acted as 
agent for the rolled este manufacturer, 
said Monday that he had made an in- 
vestigation as soon a8 he heard of the 
boy’s death. 

“I knew the package of oats must be 
ours, because no others were being dis- 
tributed, No arsenic is used in the 
process of milling our oats, however. 
There are 32 processes of rolling, steam- 
ing and drying them, but in none does 
arsenic or any other drug figure. 
~“There could be no arsenic in the 
pasteboard, and the printing on the box 
is only on the outside, 


No Other Case Known 
“We distributed about 200,000 packages 


of the oats, and careful investigation 
has not shown another case in which 
they caused iliness. It so happens that 
Thompson street was not included in the 
area of distribution, and nene was put 
out there. 

“The sale of rolled oats in St. Louis 
has fallen off 50 per cent since the death 
of this boy. 

“In 16 years’ experience with these 
rolled oats, I have never known a case 
in which they have caused poisoning 
or even illness, and I am satisfied poison 
must have been introduced into the 
package.”’ 

Dr. Moody said also that there could 
have been no arsenic in the package of 
rolled oats in its natural conditon. i 

New Mystery in Case, 

Dave Decker, a liveryman at 2131 
Washington avenue, had charge of the 
actual distribution of the packages. He 
corroborated Stafford’s statement that 
no oats were put out on Thompson 
street. The closest point of distribu- 
tion to Thompson street, ‘he said, was 
Bajley avenue, which intersects Thomp- 
son street.

INE men, it seems, are the regula- 
N tion number required to translate 

and transmit the Hghtest word of 
La Tetrazzini to one interviewer. 

Nine men (count ’em), seated rigidly 
in a circle in the middle of that impos- 
ing drawing room of the Empire suite 
at the Jefferson. Walters, lackeys, 
gloomy looking foreign individuals were 
whispering, scurrying, worrying about 
with clattering trays and bumping 
bags and baggage. An air of breathless 
expectancy was everywhere. This was 
but a. background against which the 
nine men stood out in bold relief. There 
were several moments of oppressive si- 
lence—the nine pairs of eyes fixed upon 
one inner door. 

It was a scene warranted to produce 
a profound impression upon one (1) in- 
terviewer. 

But it was none too much for Tetraz- 
zini. I am convinced now that there is 
no occasion so lugubrious that the per- 
sonality of this artist would not relieve 
it Her spirit was not to be subdued. 


Used Sign Language. 


The nine men might struggle to trans- 
late her trebly monosyllabic English 
irto some semblance of importance, dig- 
nity and wisdom in accordance with the 
masculine idea of greatness—but, poof! 
one flash of her magnetic eyes, one of 
her Latin gestures, her conclusions 
were arrived at instantaneously and 
lucidly; their solemn conclave left trail- 
ing in the dim past. 

“Do you expect never to lend yourself 
to the modern movement toward the 
more dramatic and realistic in opera?’ 
I asked her. 

‘Ts Strauss? To Puccini? Oh, Strauss 
was all right before he got crazy. Sa- 
lome, Electra, they are since he is 
crazy. They are not music. Great sym- 
phonic operas, but no singing, no mel- 
ody.”’ 

I wil] admit the Tetrazzini manner is 
not transferable to our cold language. 
There was not always time midst her 
1epid, exclamatory impetuous leading 
our attention here, there and every- 
where, to wait for the elucidations of 
her interpreters. So this is destined not 
to be a complete interview with the 
diva. In this cage, however, when my 


questions had percolated through the 
circle and back to Sig. Bazelli, her hus- 
band, seated by her side, he replied 
quite automatically. 


Is Composer’s Slave. 


“Luisa would say,” began Sig. Bazelli, 
“that you cannot do credit to both the 
dramatist and the composer, and she 
has the greatest respect for the compo- 
sition, since opera is music rather than 
literature. Herself she is the slave of 
the composer. She suits her action al- 
ways to the vocal effect the composer 
was striving to produce. 

“She would not distract attention from 
the music, from the full enjoyment of 
the sense of hearing, by over acting. 

“But I like to act and sing too,’ she 
must have said in Italian to her hus- 
band. “Ask me my favorite opera,” she 
said, turning to me. “It is Traviata. 
If you can act and sing.”’ 

There were the usual] questions as to 
her views on questions of the moment.

“I saw one once,”’ 
she exclaimed. 

By the time her complete opinion 
reached me through masculine interpre- 
tation, it sounded something like this:

Commander pelats Out Effect 
Disbandment Would Have on 
Waterway’s Project. 


SHORT SIGHTED, HE SAYS 


Thinks It Not Too Late Yet for 
the State to Make N&écessary 
Appropriation. 


Commander W. F. Roberts of the 
Missouri Naval Reserves, discussing the 
reported unwillingness of State legis- 
lators to appropriate money to maintain 
the Reserves, said Monday that quick 
and concerted popular action is neces- 
sary to prevent the necessity of disband- 
ing the organization because of lack of 
funds. 

“This would be a calamity to the 
State,’’ he said. “Its moral effect would 
be: most disastrous, for the reason that 
Missouri would lose everything that she 
has eretofore gained in her fight for a 
deep waterway. 

“There are now before Congress many 
bills calling for the appropriations of 
millions of dollars for the improvement 
of rivers and harbors. Most important 
of these is the bil] to provide a deep 
channel in the Mississippi from St. Louis 
to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Calls It Short-Sighted. 

“‘What will Congress do with our wa- 
terways bill if Missour!f shows that her 
inteerst in-it is so small that she will not 
appropriate $5000 a year to maintain her 
Naval Reserves? The greatest of 4ll ob- 
jetc lessons in the practicability and 
feasibility of a deep channel will be 
given when the Naval Reserves bring to 
St. Louis the monitor Amphitrite, which 
draws 14% feet. If Missouri loses her 
opportunity to thus. demonstrate the 
value of permanent river improvement 
she will be short-sighted. 
¢‘‘Twenty-four states have naval re- 
serves. All of these states cheerfully 
support the organization. 

“T think there is yet time to induce 
the legislators to change their mind and 
make the $10,000 appropriation asked for 
to cover two years’ expenses of the 
reserves.’ : 

Opposed to Appropriation. 

A news telegram to the Post-Dis- 
patch from Jefferson City Monday ‘says 
that members of the Senate and House 
committees on appropriations are op- 
posed to making any appropriation for 
the Naval Reserves. A member of the 
Senate committee, who asked that his 
name be withheld, said that it seems 
probable no money will be-provided for 
the support efithe Reserves and that 
adverse rts “are practically ready 
to be sent to the Senate and House. 


NAVAL MILITIA 
IS SIX YEARS OLD 


Hantress the First Warship 
That the Government 


Gave Us. 

The Naval Reserves were established 
six years ago, when Gov. Folk got a 
promise from the Government to pro- 
vide a gunboat for the St. Louis har- 
bor, pay its running expenses and care- 
takers. In réturn Missouri was to man 
the boat, feed the men and pay their 
incidental expenses. 

One hundred men were recruited, 
mostly from St. Louis, and W. F. Rob- 
erts became Captain. Andre Roosevelt, 
reiated to Theodore Roosevelt, then 
President, was an Ensign. ° 

With the aid of business men, the of- 
ficials of the reserves got the Govern- 
rent to give them the converted yacht 
Huntress, presented to the United 
States during the Spanish-American 
War by Anthony Drexel, the Philadel- 
phia millionaire, and used as a dispatch 
boat. 





A Memorable Trip. 

Capt. Roberts took 40 of his best men 
to Philadelphia, where the boat was 
lying, to bring it to St. Louis. The trip 
established a record in Mississippi Riv- 
er navigation, and supplied a memor- 
able experience for the fresh-water 
sailors. 

After leaving Pensacola the engines 
broke down, and the boat was towed to 
port by the Belle of Pascagoula. The 
captain of the tug wanted to tow it in 
without specifying a price, in which 
case he could have claimed half its 
value as salvage, but Capt. Roberts in- 
sisted that he should accept $100. He 
finally agreed to that, and the Huntress 
was laid up for repairs at Pascagoula. 

In getting through the Lake Borgne 
Canal after leaving Scranton, the Hunt- 
ress stuck her nose into a man’s front 
yard, and the crew had to clamber 
ashore and pull her through with ropes. 
The trip thence to St. Louis was a long 
serieg of mishaps, the sailors groaning 
over the hard work. | 

Too Late for Carnival. 

It had been intended that the Huntress 
should take part in the river carnival 
in honor of President Roosevelt's visit 
to St. Louis in the summer of 1907, but 
it arrived far too late. When it was 
tied up at Bissell’s Point, it was the 
first time in history that a naval ves- 
sel was anchored in the Mississippi so 
far north.. 

The members of the Reserves agreed, 
that the Government had given them a 
poor craft, and demanded a better boat.

OF SKIN G WEEKS 
~ REGAINS CUTICLE 


A new kind of skin grafting, the like 
of which was never tried before at the 
city hospital, has been successfully used 
on the hand of Robert Frisby, 4 years 
old, of @1 Baden avenue. In all other 
skin grafting operations skin taken from 


the patient's body or some other person’s 
body has been put on the exposed spot 


- and allowed to adhere here. 


In the case of the boy, the skin from 
his left side was cut loose from the 
bedy, forming a pocket, and into this 
bis skinless left hand was put and 
kept for six weeks. 

In that time the skin becamé at- 


tached to his hand, and Sunday it was 


cut away and the operation pronounced 
successful in every way. 

The boy fell from the top of a box 
car on which he was playing Jan. 8. His 
left hand struck a switch frog and all 
the fingers except one were crushed so 
they had to be amputated.. The back of 
the hand was crushed so that not a 
vestige of skin was left upon it. 

In the skin of the boy’s left side, just 
above the hip, the surgeons cut a hori- 
zontal elit wide enough to admit the 


hand. Then with a sharp knife they- 


loosened the skin from the body for a 
distance of six inches downward over 
the hip, thus forming a pocket, and into 
this the hand was put and held firmly 
with bandages so he could not move it. 
It was held rigidly in place for six 
weeks, which ended Sunday. In that 
time the skin grew fast to the back of 
the hand. 

When they cut it loose Sunday they 
cut away with it some more skin. and

A member of the Public Service Com- 
mission calls attention to one instance 
of how the company estimated its real 
estate values. The company listed the 
lot on which the Ashley street plant is 
erected at a valuation of $2,657,720. This 
valuation was placed on the lot, the 
company contended, by three expert ap- 
praisers. 

The commission had the lot appraised 
by real estate experts, and they fixed 
its value at $375,000. The commission 
allowed a valuation of $400,000. One of 
Union Electric’s appraisers is a real es- 
tate officer in a trust company that ts 
fiscal agent for the lighting monopoly. 
He was also one of the members of 
the original syndicate created to form 
an electric light monopoly in St, Louis. 

The commission was unable to find 
out how such an enormous valuation 
was placed on the Ashley street lot. 
unless the appraisers capitalized the 
company’s water rights, which it ob- 
tained by ‘virtue of having its plant 
erected on the river front. This lot was 
bought in 1901 by the Citizens’ Electric 
Light Co. tor $100,000 cash and $147,000 
in stock of the Citizens’ Electric Light 
Co., which the commission declares was 
of uncertain value. The lot is assessed 
for taxation at $62,000—or $2,595,220 less 
than the company values it for dividend 
earning purposes.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 2.—A sentence of 
10 years’ imprisonment imposed on A. J. 
Farrel, an American civil engineer, on 
accusation made against him in Gua- 
daloupe, Zacatecas, of complicity In the 
killing of a Mexican miner last Novem- 
ber, is attracting more than ordinary 
attention in this city and in El Oro, 
where he was formerly one of the most 
popular American residents. 

Because there seems to have been 4a 
miscarriage of justice in the case, the 
American Ambassador is making a 
thorough investigation in the case. 
It ia said that the testimony. brought 
forward during the trial of Farrel 
showed he had not killed the miner, 
but had lent his pistol to the man 
who did commit the deed sf self-de- 
fense. 

The killing occurred in inhaled Far- 
rel was imprisoned at the time, and 
as the case was non-bailable, he re- 
mained in prison until the trial, which 
occurred. recently. The sentence imposed 
makes it impossible under the law for 
Farrel to get bail during the process 
of a new trial, an appeal for which 
will be made. Farrel came to Mexico 
some years ago, it is said, from St. 
Louis, Mo,

LONG WAR AS ALTERNATIVE 


Cabinet Member Says Federals 
Are No Match for “Cowboy 
Rebels.”’ 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Feb, 20.—In a review of the 
crisis in Mexico, made today for the 
Asscciated Press, Jose Yves Liman- 
tour, Minister of Finance in the cab- 
inet of President Diaz, declared that 
the only basis for peace was that the 
insurgents lay down their arms, 
pending negotiations with the Gov- 
ernment, which on its part should 
grant a reform of the evils that made 
the revolution possible. 

The only alternative that he foresaw 
was the probability of a long, wasting 
struggle, for, said the minister, ‘‘the 
Federal troops are no match for the 
cowboy insurgents.” 

In the opinion of Limantour the feudal 
’ system in Mexico must go and and the 
great estates in the North which have 
been passed from family to family 
should be distributed among the people. 

The minister said he had no political 
ambitions, although he had been urged 
to contest the presidency with Diaz. He 
expects to start home within two weeks. 

Three Changes Advocated, 

The minister makes three suggestions: 

1, The abuses contaminating local ad- 
ministrations as in the cities and towns 
which have the greatest grievances, 
should be immediately abolished. 

2 Some means should be found to al- 
low the people to share more extensive- 
ly in the holdings of land. 

%. There is opposition to President 
Diaz on the ground that he has been 
too long in office and that new blood 
ig needed to direct the affairs of the 
Republic. 

“But,” added the minister, ‘“‘Diaz was 
legally returned to the presidency by 
the people. 

“YT dislike te touch on the delicate 
question of neutrality,”’ continued the 
Mexican, “but I am _ convinced the 
United States’ interpretation ig too re- 
stricted. Uniess it is enlarged it will 
seriously imperil the Government's 
chances of quelling the revolution.° 

“Mexico prevents Guatamalean rev- 
olutionists from remaining near the 
frontier just as France at the time of 
the Portuguese revolution forced the 
Carlists living near the Spanish frontier. 
to remove at least 200 kilometers from 
the border on the ground that their 
nearness constituted a menace to a 
friendly power. 

“Why cannot the United States adopt 
the same attitude and not only arrest 
armed revolutionists, if found crossing 
into Mexico, but also prevent revolu- 
tionary meetings and the despatch of 
arms and ships.” 

Places $55,000,000 in Bonds. 

Minister Bimantour, who already has 
placed in Europe $55,000,000 of bonds in 
conversion of the Mexican National debt 
of $110,000,000, has decided not to place 
the other half of the bonds for the pres- 
ent. His success in placing the new 
4 per cent bond at 97% he considered a 
splendid. tribute to Mexico’s credit 
abroad, although the revolution caused 
Mexican securities to fall from one to 
two points. 

He came to Paris early last August 
in order that his wife, who is in ill- 
health might receive medical treatment 
here. Before leaving Mexico he declined 
a nomination of the presidency and al- 
though he remained in the Cabinet, it 
was rumored that his relations with 
President Diaz were not as close as 
fermerly.

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REGULATING PUBLIC UTILITIES. ° 

The Public Service Commission’s refusal to 
consider franchise values or capitalization based 
on them in determining the worth of public 
utility properties is of first consequence in its 
report on Union Electric. Absurd as is the idea 
that the people should pay interest and dividends 
on that which they have created and given away, 
no utility corpofation ever fails to make the con- 
tention. So seriously is the corporation theory 
regarded that franchises providing for subse- 
quent acquirement of the franchised company’s 
property by the donors always specify that the 
value of the franchise shal] not be considered in 
the determination of the price. . 

Franchise value was the bone of contention 
in the pioneer case for 80-cent gas in New York. 
It was overruled there and a precedent estab- 
lished. With this point settled here the future 
work of the Public Service Commission will be 
greatly simplified. The danger of watered stock 
as a charge against the publie is curtailed, if not 
‘wholly destroyed. 

Abandoned property was not considered except 
as its. first cost affected investment. Buying 
rival concerns and converting them into junk for 
purposes of clinching monopoly did not find fa- 
vor with the Commission as an investment on 
which the victims of the monopoly should be 
asked to pay profits. The Commission also seg- 
regated the investment in machinery used for 
producing current used by the United Rajlways. 

This is a peculiar local condition growing out 
of the North American Company’s ownership of 
both public utilities. It operated to the loss of 
the general consumer. The United Railways 
uses about half the current Union Electric gen- 
erates. The machinery which generates. this 
current (sold at about 1% cents per watt but not 
distributed by Union Electric) was held as an 
investment charge against the general consumer 
that necessitated running up his rates. A lower 
price for current used by large industrial con- 
sumers may be fairly considered in apportioning 
such charges in an industrial community but to 
saddle the investment necessary to produce cur- 
rent for the United Railways against the general 
consumer is not only manifestly unfair, but op- 
pressive. The Commission very properly refused 
to consider it as an investment to be reckoned 
against the general consumer. 

he process of equalizing, adjusting-and ap- 
praising, considered in connection with fair re- 
turns, resulted in the recommendation of the 
944-cent rate. Instead of coynting it a reduction 
it shouldgbe taken as the Maat of taking out 





the absurdities figured in by Union Electric in 
an effort to justify extortion. 

It is not the lowé@st rate any city enjoys. H is 
not even a low rate in the view of the possible 
and the profitable, but it is a distinct gain. It 
opens the way for future readjustments. It es- 
tablishes a sound method of procedure. It is in- 
surance against extortion. It fixes the con- 
sumer. as a factor in the case of every public 
utility and recognizes his right fo just treatment. 
It makes ecqnomic management important. It 
changes monopoly from tyrant to servant. Fer 
the company it means an enlarged field and a 
growing patronage. It means better business, hon- 
est profits and a respectable, position as a busi- 
ness enterprise. 

This is the result of the persistent work by the 
Post-Dispateh; it is the result of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s exposure of the exorbitance of the rates 
and its demand fora commission to investigate 
and recommend changes and the empowering of 
the city to enforce them. The competent work 
of the Commission is all the justification its 
creation needs. As the result of its endeavors 
the city is well fortified against any legal move 
that may be made. The Commission’s recom- 
mendations should be speedily translated into 
law. Union Electric should accept the findings 
and hasten to class itself as one of the advant- 
ages of &t. Louis instead of one of the draw- 


backs.

With 
Quest on*second, Williamson on third, 
Burns shortstop and Dalrymple, Gore 
and Beal in the field, there was nothing 
further to be desired. I stuck to first 
base, believing then, as I do still, that 
ir was my stronghold. 

In 1880 Gore led the League with an 
average of .365, I was second with .338, 
Dalrymple was third with .382 and 
Burns was fifth with .309. In fielding 


led the batting list, with an av- 
erage of-.399, and I stood at the head of 
the first basemen, with .975 opposite my 
name. = 6 

When the time came to make up the 
team for the following sesaon, 1882, I 
couldn't for the life of me see any good 
reason to make a single change.
